2. Now itis generally complained of 
Souldiers, that they are cruell, and (Luke

in improving their places, and Gemtiles are 
.. accuſed of ignorance towards God, and 
wickedneſſcin their converſations. All 
which obſervations are crofſed in the Ces- 
t#r;08 in my Text.

23. It is confeſſed, it is an honourable 
work toaccommodate differences accor- 
ding to' our Saviours own principles, 
Bleſſed are the peacemakers, eſpecially to 
compremize diſcord betwixt (o neer rela» 
tions, as two Brethren, Hereby, haply, 
our Saviour might have prevented long 

and

and tedious ſuits, ſaved them the expenſes 
of a coſtly proſecution in Law, and which 
wag more, might. have ſuppreſſed many 
uncharitable Animofities, and quenched 


heartburnings betwixt chem. .:But one.

intermeddle therein', A good deed i an 
ill deed, do by him who hath no calling to ds 
it, The Courts were open, and Fudges 
therein appointed, to beare and determine 
Cauſes of this nature. They both, if ſo 
diſpoſed, might ſue out what was equiya- 
leqtto our writ of partition in our Com- 


mon Law, to part the Inheritance in

Saviour juſtly refuſed to interpoſe in the

26, The next is a faulc of commiſſion 
charged on our $«viowy, that he went not 
alwaies about doing of good, by his owne 
confeſſion, Met. 10. 34. Think not 1am 
come t0 ſend peace on earth, I came not 
ſend peace, but a ſword. For 1 am come 
ſet a man at variance againit his father, 8&c. 
Now ſuch who come ta; bring «ſword to 
any place, ſurcly their 790 is more wel- 
come than their compayy, and it can no 
way be intitled to be a grod work, when 
one (contrary to the law of natore it ſelf) 
ſhall ſer variance betwixt ſo near and dear 
relations. 

27. I anſwer, Our S«viours words, I 
come 10 ſet a man at variance, are not "4 
ro be underſtood, as if it were his princt- 
. pall purpoſe and original intent, out of 
premeaditare plots, and 'fet deſigne to 
make theſe unnaturali differences , by 
enat 
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that ſuch ſad effeRs, de faFo,would come 
to paſle, per accidens, through the corru- 
ption in mankind: For the preaching of 
the Goſpel: would meer with ſuch oppoli- 
tion in carnal mindes, that our Sawiouy in- 
fallibly foreſaw ſuch demeſticat Antipa- 
tbies would inevitably follow the ſames 
Thus, as the S#7 intended by watvre to 
lighten clear eyes, and ariſing daily for 
that purpoſe, yer occaſtoneth the ſmarting 
of ſuch who are ſore, or blear- ſighted: So 
Chri## being a Peace-maker and Mediatonr, 
by his meſſage , employment, and deſire, 
proved againſt his own will through mens 
defaulr, the generall incendiaries in f4+ 
milies, and by conſequence in Czzies, 
Countries, and Kingdomes,though he weat 
about doin# of good. 

28. Two cminent inſtances may be gi- 
ven of the good our Saviour did, Firſt, all 
his Miracles were ſaving Miracles, which 
may ſerve for a charaGer to diſtinguiſh 
them from the Miracles of his Apoſtles ; 
St, Paul ſtrikes ſeeing Elimas blinde , 
Chriſt makes blind Bartimews ſee; 5. Peter 
ſtrikes living Ananias and Sepphira dead; 

C2 Chriſt 
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Chriſt makes dead Girws his daughter and 
La\aru live. But if Chriſt was pleaſed to 
manifeſt himſelf in a deſtrutive way, no 
rational creature (hall be made the objeRt 
of his anger, but a Fig-tree is found out 
(and that but a barren one) Mat.2 1.19. to 
be curſed; Hoggs are found out (and thoſe 
the beaſtlieft of all Beaſts) Mat. 32. 8, to 
be drowned, to”ſhew that if God in the 
vind:cation of his own honour, doth devi- 
ate from his naturall pronity and propen- 
fity ro mercy, and is necefſicated, ſe de- 
Fendendo, toappearin a revenging way: it 
is our bayremmeſſe in goodneſſe, _ beaſtli-

Whereupon, out 
of the eruel! kindnefſe, and oyer-officious 
forwardneſfe of his Friends and Kindred, 
he was buried as yer being alive, and af- 
terwards knockt out his brains againſt the 
fides of the Coffin. Thus the precipitate 
haſtineſs of ſome cenſorious Lan be- 
holding their brother ina deſperate ſinne, 
or deep temptation, bring no Cordials,

Bur 
alas, youth is capable of, and ſubjeR ro 
al finnes whatſocyer, And yer, though 
yotch be too bad in it (elf, let us not make 
tworſe then it iss With the faſhion of the 
World , when an offender is guilty of 
more then he can anſwer, to charge him 
victh more then he is guilty.

I $47. 14. 42. Theſe arc lawfull, if uſed 
lawfully, with theſe cautions : Firſt, in 
matters of difficulty ; As quickfilver in the 
Iliace peſſio , when nothing elſe can un- 
twine the gutts ; in perplext and intricate 
cauſes. Secondly, in matters of conſe- 
quence, otherwiſe there may difficiles nuges 
Riddles not worth the reading. Hard ſhells 
without a kernell not worth the cracking. 
Difficulties which deſerve not the reſol- 
ving. Thirdly, they are to be uſhered with 
prayer,as in the choice of Matthias, AtF.1, 
Fourthly, that nothing therein be attribu- 
ted to Chance, Prov.16, 33. The lot is caſt 
into 
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into the lap, but the whole diſpoſition thereof 
i from the Lord, Whole, Fortune, that 
God of mans making ; is a meer Idol of 
Dagon : and falls down at the approach 
of the Arke of GOD's providence : Loo- 
fing hoth head and hands, power both to 
plot and perform. It is not Fortune blinde 
through ignorance that cannot ſee, But 
Divine Juſtice blinde through imparriality 
that will not ſee, which ordereth the mat- 
ter. Laſtly, no couſenage or deceir is to be 
uſed in them. Lots arc Gods fcales,where- 
in he weigheth matters. of ſeeming equal- 
lity,and ſhowes which preponderates: they 
therefore that falſifie this ballance of the 
SanRuary, muſt needs be abomination in' 
the ſight of God. 

Now becauſe Lots may ſay to Cards, 
what Naomi ſayd to Boa\, They are newer 
#nto 5,0nd of our affinity ; (omething alſo. 
of the uſe of them. Ir were no great harm 
if there were no other Cards uſed, than 
thoſe of Clothiers about wooll, and of 
Mariners in the ſhip.
